His real strength in the convention 
is the 16 votes of his own state, Nebraska.

PSOPUS, N. Y., July 8.+Until he is for- 
mally notified, Judge Parker will have 
nothing to say about politics. It is not 
likely to be deviated from, even at the de- 
sire of his neighbors, who are so sure he 
will be nominated that they have arranged 
a celebration for Saturday night. The 
committee, of which Supervisor Ellis B. 
Long is chairman, called on Judge Parker 
today and notified him of their intention, 
and asked him if he would reply to a speech 
of congratulation. The judge said he would 
be very pleased to meet his neighbors, and 
that he appreciated their friendship for 
him and would be glad to tell them so, but 
that he would not agree to talk .politics. 
All kinds of efforts have been made to in- 
duce Judge Parker to talk. There is an old 
farmer a few miles away. a great friend of 
the judge and when the judge drives in that 
direction in the afternoon, he stops at the 
farmhouse and talks crops. It occurred to 
one of the reporters, who now outnumber 
the usual population of Esopus, that the old 
farmer might be used as a means of getting 
an interview from the judge, and the old 
farmer was cheerfully instigated to inquire 
the judge's views on. political matters. 
The next time the judge stopped at the 
farmhouse, after the usual inquiriers about 
the weather anu the crops; the old farmer

Judge Parker will have his Court of Ap- 
peals work completed by the ttme the no- 
tification committee formally announces to 
him the fact of his nomination by the 
Democratic convention. When the court 
adjourned on June 24 until October, there 
were some 50 cases in which opinions were 


to be written. 
There are nine judges of the court of ap- 


peals. It ls the custom for the judges to 
vote informelly after every day’s session 
on the disposition of the cases which were 
argued that day, And if their decision is 
and another judge to write the 
opinion. , Where the court is divided, one 
judge undertakes to write the majority 
opinion and another judbe to write the 
minority opinion. Copies of these opinions 
are sent to all judged, and a final vote is 
taken before the decision is. announced. 
Occastonnally it happens that some of the 
judges change their minds and that an 
original minority becomes a majority. 


Following the custom of the court, Judge 
Parker took his case home with him after 


the adjournment in June, and has been 
hard at work on the opinions allotted to 
him. In view of the strong probability of 
his nomination, instead of putting off the 
work to be done from time to time during 
the summer, Judge Parker has been work- 
ing steadily on these opinions, to try to 
finish them as soon as he can consistently 
with giving them the same care and 
thorough attention which he always de 
yotes to his judicial work. 

By working all the time that he has been 
able he has accomplished more than in 
previous years, when he had three months 
in which to finish them. If he is allowed 
to work on without too much interruption 
his judicial duties now pending will be 
completed within two or three weeks. If 
at that time he has formally been notffied 
he will then be free to proceed with his 


letter of acceptance.

- Credentials ‘Committee 
‘Makes Report. 


This ended the musical program, which 
was punctuated by constunt yells for Bry- 
an. Chairman Head of the credentails 
eormmittee, came forward. He is a tall, 
thin Tennesseean, with black hair and 11us- 
tache and a clear, penetrating voice. He 
read the majority report of the committee, 
which sustained the action of che national 
committee and placed neuir:y all the sitting 
delegations on teh permanent roll. This 
including ‘the throwing out of the Jiearst 
contestants in the Distcict of Columbia 
and the throwing out of the Harrison dele- 
gates in Illinois and the seating of the 
liopkins delegates. 

Head went into tne case exhaustively. 
He asked the convention to sustain the 
committee and finishet by moving the 
adoption of the report. 

Bryan rose. The men with the white 
tickets tcok up the ory again. “Bryan! 
Bryan! Bryan’ they shouted. The con- 
fusion was so great that Chairman Wil- 
liams threatened to clear the galleries if 
order wad nut restored. 

All ti@is time the delegates had been sit- 
ting passively in their seats waiting to 
vote. It was a convention § surrounded 
with an oval mob of frantic, sweating, 
screaming men and women. A fight start- 
ed across the hall from the Chairman. 
Two big policemen threw the fighters into 
the street. 

“Mr. Chairman,”’ said Bryan. He got no 
further. The old yell of “Bryan! Bryan! 
Bryan!" began again. Delegate Culbert of 
West Virginia, a, big-voiced man in his 
shirt sleeves, rose and shouted: “Mr. 
Chairman, I move that the galleries be 

cleared unless order is maitained. We are 
here to do business, not to listen to the 
shouts of a mob.”’ 

Chairman Williams made his threat 
again, this time with a snap in his voice 
that meant business. Then silver-tongued 
Tom Grady of Tammany repeated his im- 
passioned plea for the admission of the 
delegates from the Philippines. The chair- 
man promptly ruled him out of order. 
All this time Bryan was saying ‘Mr. 
Chairman! Mr. Chairman" Sryan took a 
drink of. water. That was the signal for 
another outburst. The men with the white 
tickets were not exhausted yet.

except the portion relating to the District 
of Columbia and the state of Illinois. The 
report was adopted with a loud shout of 
“aye!” One of the Hearts delegates from 
the District of Columbia came to the plat- 
form and asked tah the convention seat 
the six regular delegates and the six con- 
testants and give one-half vote to each. 
There were cries of “No! no!"" among the 
delegates. Chairman Head walked out in 
front. He told the delegates that this was 
the same old fight that has raged in the 
Disrict of Columbia, where the residents 
have but on® vote every four years and 
that only at primaries, and that the na- 
tional committee had decided it was time 
to end the matter and seat the regular 
delegates. He,cailed for a vote. He got 
it. There was a thunder of “‘Ayes’’ on the 
proposition to keep the regulars in their 
seats and only a few puny noes. 

The way was ciear for Bryan. The men 
with the white tickets responded nobly. 
“Bryan! Bryan! Bryan’’ they boomed. Bry- 
an smiled around expansively. He took an- 
other drink of water and mopped his fore- 
head. No wonder, for it was welterirng 
there. The air was superheated and every 
man and woman was dripping.

It was an impassioned, vigorous appeal, 
made by a man who was fighting with his 
beck to the wall, who knew he had a hos- 
tile convention in front of him and who 
was determined to bring all the wiles of 
his eloquence, all the arts .of his oratory, 
all the magnetism of his personality to his 
aid 

Bryan talked 20 utes instead of the 
15 he had allotted to himself. Chairman 
Williams finally notified him his time was 
up and he closed rather abruptly with an- 
other appeal to what he sald was the heart 
and conscience of the Democratic party 
As he turned to his seat a mammoth m 
came out and stood smilirg at the conven- 
tion and the spectators It was Judge 
Menzies, the Democratic warhorse of Indl- 
ana, who ig five feet tall and nearly five 
feet thick. Menzies’ vast expanse of 
paunch was covered with a white waist- 
coat that looked like the apinaker on a cup- 
yacht. The men with the white tickets 
came promptly to bat. ‘They hissed and 
hooted. They yelled cat-calls and shouted 
and jeered. Menzies did not waver. Ile 
stood and smiled and -Chairman Williams 
rapped and rapped for order. Williams 
was smoking a cigar, puffing at it nervous- 
ly and blowing the smoke out !n short, 
quick puffs. Menzies stood ike a white 
fortress on the edge of the platform. He 
would not ‘rattle.’ 

FinaWy order was restored. Menzies told 
how the subcommittee of the national 
committee, the national committee and the 
credentials committee had seated the Hop- 
kins delegates because they had the prop- 
er credentials.

Chicago Mayor Issues a Statement 
Concerning What He Deems the 
Justice of His Cause. 


Mavor Carter H. Harrison of Chicago last 
night issued the following statement: 

‘In undertaking the Illinois contest we 
were really inspired with but little hope of 
success; that is, in regard to gétting seated, 
knowing, as we have known from the begin- 
ning, that the exigencies of political com- 
binations would in all likelihood prevent a 
decision of the case upon its merits. 

‘What we anticipated has become an ac- 
complished fact. The right was on our 
side, but the controlling forces in the con- 
vention have shown themselves unwilling to 
waive the possibilities of political advant- 


age that justice might be done. 

“The princ ~~ motive of our contest has 
been to let the country at large know the 
conditions Which prevailed in tlhe Lllinois 
state convention, and, by bringing to bear 
upon those conditions the searchileht of 
public opinion, deter in the future politica! 
conspirators from engaging in like prac- 
tices. 

“Since our arrival in St. Touls we have 
been told again and again that we erred In 
not noldinga separate state convention: 
a majority could not bolt, and had we come 
to St. Louis with credentials from a sepa- 
rate convention made up of a majority of 
the legally elected Illinois delegates the 
national convention could not have done 
otherwise than recognize us. 

“We are still convinced that we have fol- 
lowed the honest Democratic course. To 
have held a separate convention would have

This sentence is the minimum purish- 
ment for the crime of bribery, and is*re- 
garded as an inducement to the other men 
indicted on the same charge to which 
Bersch pleaded gulity to follow his exam- 
pie. 

Bersoh’s sentence followed the first plea 
ef guilty by any of the men indicted for 
bribery.

The determination of the Illinois contest as to repre 
sentation in the convention should not and will not be an 
oceasion of difference or controversy in the campaign pe- 
riod.

Notify All Houses to Whom They 
Have Wheat Sold That They Are 
Unable to Meet Further Margin 
Calls. 


OFFICER SAYS COMPANY 
WILL MEET OBLIGATIONS 


Actual Short Sales of July Were 
150,000 Bushels—Customers Failed 
to Meet Margins—Amount of Net 
Short Ordered Bought In. 


Tne failure of the Thyson Commission 
was announced on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange soon after the open- 
ing today. Inabliity to meet margin calis 
made upon them was the cause of the fa'l- 
ure. 

The firm had sold a large amount of 
wheat for July delivery for customers, sev- 
eral of whom failed to margin their deals, 
and the commission company had to sus 
pend. An advance of over léc a bushel 
in the July option, due to rains delaying 
harvest and the movement of the new 
wheat crop to market, exhausted the firm's 
resources, and they notified all houses to 
whom they had wheat soid that they wouid 
be unable to meet further margin calls. 

Mr. John Thyson, head of the concern, 
said to the Post-Dispatch: ‘We were ul- 
able to meet the cails made upon us for 
margins. Several of our customers, cf 
whom two had the largest amounts of July 
wheat sold, failed to put up margins when 
i+ called upon them to protect their deals. 
l have ordered all the July wheat bought 
in that we are short, and we have enough 
money owing us to meet all our obliga- 
tions."’ 

It is understood that the 
mission Co.'s actual ‘‘short’’ sales of July 
were only 150,000 bushels, though they were 
‘between contracts,’’ having it both bought 
and sold, though not settled out, to the ex- 
tent of 800,000 bushels. A meeting of 
I arties interested was held and the amount 
net ‘‘short’’ was ordered bought in. In do- 
ing so the market was advanced over 4 
cents.
